Tho Burmoeso constable is not always ao great 
a coward as he is yeprasonted. A sargoant of 
police, Moung Than Dino, has oolipsed the feat 
of the Irish soldiar at Inkormn, and “ surround. 
ed” thirty daooits, Avcompaaied only by two 
sepoys, he was beating the juugle near Meabla, 
when he stumbled on au armod band, He charged 
them in the Qaeen’s name to lay down thoir 
weapons. Overcowe by hia audavity they did eo, 
and at this point the nataral indolence of tho 
Burman showed itself. Moung Than Dine 
ordered ths marauders to tie up their guus in 
bandles, while ke saperintended operations; 
eventually ‘marching tho thirty thieves to tho 
nearest polica post, Moung Than Dine dessrves 
encouragement. 


A very. intoresting archeological discovery 
haz been mado by General Grenfell at Assonan. 
Itis an ancient neoropolia, situated in the Lib; " 
‘Of 
the tombs ‘are of great size and magnificanoe, 
(sting probably from the twelfth dynasty (shout 
B.C. 3000). One measures 140 feet by 40 fest, 
within it being thirty colains. In an ianer 
chamber tere found in position a fluo shrine and 
an altar. Tho portrait of 2 king named Nefer- 
kara is on the wall, aa s lame man leaning on a 
oratch.. Ons of the moxt curious discoveries in 
thoso tombs ware statues of the deceased in baked 
clay or terra cotia placed in ‘niches round tho 
walls, Ganoral Grenfell is sided in hig work by 
British soldiora, who probably prefer digging up 
the forgotien dead-to kiting the living. - 


On the left of a Rhine castle gate is a great, 
lion in-a, niche, which commomorates a real lion 
kept by former: Barons da Rochouart, One of 
thesa was jealous of his wife’s intimacy with his 
cousin, M. ds Cremiers, a jealoney ineresred by 
her accidentally saying that ML. de Cremiore had 
a beantiful hand. It is said that ho desired his 
cousin to loavo. the castle, and, as he wag mount- 
ing his horse, cut off his hand atone blow. 
Bringing it to his wife, he flung it into her lap. 
saying, “Horo is the hand you admire ao much.” 
Then be seized her and let her down: through a 
hole in the floor, which is still show, into'a 
dungeon, whore sho was shut up with the castle 
lion for three days and nights. At tho ond of 
that timé, upon the servants announcing that 
‘the lody wag still alive the Baron allowed her to 
be drawn up, and the scalptare on the castle wall 


atteats the clemonoy of the lion. * 


The island of Juan Fernandoz, upon. which 
Alexander Salkirk, the prototype of Robinaon 


Crusoe, epent his fonr solitary years, has never 
since been inhabited until twelve years ago, 
when the present “Governor” Rodt settled upon 
it -with “a small cclony, Rodt, the Baaler 
Nachrichten informs its readers, is a Bwitzer. 
Ha is desoribed os an adventurous fellow of the 
type of the medisval Swiss Landsknecht and 
the later Swiss mercenary fighter. In 1836 ha 
fought for Austria against the Prussians aud 
in 1870 for Frnnce.: After the defeat of the, 
French he emigrated to Chili and made him- 
self useful to tha Government, at whose: invit- 
ation he undertook the colonizution of Robinson 
Crusce's lonely inland. Hero he lias resided for 
tho last twelve years as governor and. jndge. 
Most of the sottlera over whom ‘he presides sro 
German aid Swiss, It appears that nearly all 
the vegetation of the temperate one thrives ad- 
irably upon Juan Fernandez.
